F. No, 6j93|93-lPC-lI.—Attention is invited to the Ministry of Commerce 
Public Notice No, 233|(PN)j92—97 dated 12th August, 1994 whereby ‘Brass 
in any form including Brass Scrap’ was included in Category I of the “List of 
Sensitive Items” covered by tire current Handbook of Procedures, 1992—97 
(Vol. 2). 

2. The issue regarding import of ‘Brass in any form including Brass Scrap’ 
with quantitative restriction against value based advance licences, which have 
been already issued/which are yet to be operated, has been considered. It has 
been decided that, value based advance licences issued prior to 12th August, 
1994, which involve import of ‘Brass in any form including Brass Scrap’ against 
which neither imports nor exports have taken, place, shall be permitted to be 
operated provided, such licences are submitted to the concerned licensing 
authority for an endorsement for permitting import of ‘Brass in any form in¬ 
cluding Brass 'Scrap' with quantitative restriction as per the Export & Import 
Policy, 1992—97 and Handbooks of Procedures, 1992—97 (Vol. 1 & 2). 

3. However, in respect of value based advance licences where either imports 
or exports have already taken place prior to 12-8-94, the conditions stipulated 
in paragraph 2 above will not be applicable. 

4. For the purpose of this Public Notice “Imports” would cover the 
following: — 

(i) Shipments already taken place prior to 12-8-94 and still to land; 

(ii) Consignment already landed prior to 12-8-94 but yet to be cleared 
from customs; and 

(iii) Letter of credits 'for imports already established prior to to 12-8-94. 
Similarly "Exports” would cover the following :— 

(i) Consignment of exports already cleared prior to 12-8-94 under 
AR-4/AR-4A procedure of Gate Pass of Central Excise, sealed and 
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despatched for onward clearance by the Customs and Central Excise 
authorities for shipment and also cleared under gatepass procedure 
of exports; and 

(ii) Consignment of exports already handed over jto the customs 
authorities prior to 12-8-94 for 'examination end- clearance fof 
exports. 

5. This issues in public interest.
